rule recently adopted by the Council 
which compels the salary bill* to take 
the regular course of red tape, the same 
as other claims against the City. Here- 
tofore it has been the custom of the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee at 
the last meeting of the Council of each 
month, to introduce a resolution order- 
ing the salary bills for the current month 
to be paid. By this course, the city em- 
ployees would receive their pay on the 
Ant of the month. Before these hills 
were paid, they were duly certified to by 
the officers, and countersigned by the 
Chairman of tho Finance Committee, 
lu Its citso of the firemen, their ssEary 
bills arc first maclo oat by the Chief En- 
gineer, who keeps the time of the men 
in the service. They are then presented 
to tho Chairman ol the Fire atd Water 
Committee who certifies to their correct- 
ness, after which they are examined and 
signed by the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, by whom they arc passed to 
the City Treasurer. 
After runuiug the 


gauntlet of theao checks tho firemen get 
their pay. One would think that here 
were precautions enough to protect the 
city. But Mr. Pardee has suddenly dis- 
covered that this is all wrong and that 
the bills must not bo presented until 
thn tint meeting after the first of the 
month, nnd must then bo referred to him- 
self, nnd after he has meditated npon 
them for from one to two weeks, «s tho 
case may bo, they may come tip for al- 
lowance. 
Last mouth Sir. 
Pardee 


inaugurated his great reform f ?) and, as 
a result, tho fi remen have not yet received 
their pay for October, and will not receive 
it until after the next meeting of the 
Council, which will be on tho 22d inst.
